a. H. Brown, an inmate of the 
Western asylum, cut his throat and 
also stabbed an attendant named 
Thomasson. Saturday night. Browi 
went into P. H. Johnson's room, i 
trusty patient, and took the knif 
out of his pants pocket, hi. out 10 
o'clock at night, Johnson having re- 
tired The room was very dark, and 
with the knife he would rush at every- 
one that would put in an appearance. 
Thomasson seized him and received 
an ugly cut in the abdome 
knocked off everything brought to 
bear upon him, by Drs. Stone and 
Smith, cutting at them all the time 
and cutting at his own throat at ev 
ery opportunity until he had gashed 
it in a horrible manner, and severed 
the jugular vein, which caused in 
stant death. Coroner Allensworth 
held an Inquest Sunday and the jury 
brought in a verdict of suicide as the 
result of an unavoidable accident. 
Brown's home was at Cullen, Union 
countv, and he was admitted at one 
o'clock the same day.

—One Change In the Hoard. 

The election of school trustees for 
the white public schools of Hopkins 
ille Saturday was the most spirited 
contest of the kind ever seen in the 
city. A determined effort wbb made 
to defeat the re-election of Messrs. J. 
D. Russell and R. H. De Treville and 
the attempt was successful in part. 
The opposition ticket had upon it the 
names of Messrs. J. B. Galbreath and 
W. H. Faxon, and the contest 
opened with the announcement by 
the workers that the issue was to be a 
change in the management of tne 
schools. This brought out a number 
of active workers who had grievances 
against Prof. Dietrich, the superin 
tendent. and it likewise brought into 
activity many friends of the school 
who were opposed to any effort to in- 
terfere with its present management 
or to embarass Prof. Dietrich in his 
work with an unfriendly board of trus 
tees. The old ticket at once forged 
to the front on this issue, which it 
turned out was being used without 
the knowledge of Mr. Galbreath. 
soon as he heard of it he declared 
that he was not running to antagon- 
ize Prof. Dietrich, that he^vas warm- 
ly in favor of the superintendent, and 
at once took charge of his own con- 
test and declared that ho was making 
the race upon his own merits at the 
request of friends. Mr. Russell also 
conducted hiB own canvass and by 
noon Russell and Galbreath were 
about 40 votes ahead and the race 
was moving along quietly and the 
voting appeared to be about over, 
about 250 votes having been cast. But 
about 2 o'clock a full force of workers 
again took the field to overcome M r 
Russell's lead and elect Mr. Faxon 
Mr Galbreath having by that timt 
run far ahead of all the candidates. 
This fight was so fiercely waged 
that about 200 more votes 
brought out and Mr. Russell 
hard pressed when the polls closed at 
4 o'clock. He was re-elected by only 

There were nearly 500 votes cast, 
the result standing: Galbreath, 284, 
Russell 232, Faxon 225, De Treville 
181. The two first named were elect- 
ed. Messrs. Faxon and De Treville 
did no electioneering. The highest 
vote in any previous election was 

1893 when J. E. McPherson received 
234 votes, W. W. Clark 208, Joe Me 
Carroll 207 and Ira L. Smith 176. In 

1894 there was no contest and less 
than 100 votes were cast. Two women, 
Mrs. Owen, and Mrs. Cooper voted 
for the new ticket. The election 
throughout was pJeasantly and good 
humoredly conducted and no bad 
feeling was engendered so far as we 
have heard. As it was a "dog fall" 
for the two tickets, both sides seemed 
satisfied. Mr. Galbreath qualified at 
the regular meeting that night and 
Mr. Russell was re-lected as president 
of the board.

The mystery surrounding the Gor- 
don-Brown tragedy in Louisville was. 
cleared away by developments subae- 
to our last report. Gordon discov- 
ered the infidelity of his wife throughr 
letters addressed to his colored 
servant girl which he gave to Mrs. 
Gordon for the girl. According to 
Gordon he never suspected his wife 
until a little over a week before. For 
some time letters had been coming 
to his office, in the Columbia build- 
ing,addressed to"MiBs Parolee Mitch- 
ell, care of Merchants' Advice, Col- 
umbia Building, Louisville, Ky." 

His wife inquired so particularly 
about these letters when they failed 
to come[regularly that his suspicions- 
were aroused and he opened one of 
them. He then had his wife watched 
and knew when she sent the telegram 
to Brown. A friend helped him in 
the matter. 

When Arch Brown met Mrs. Gor- 
don on Fourth avenue last Tuesday. 
Gordon's friend saw them. He fol- 
lowed them to West and Madison 
and then went to Tenth and Green, 
where he telephoned to either Gor- 
don's office or to another point where 
the latter had agreed to wait. The 
import of the message was that the 
guilty pair had been treed. 

Gordon met his friend at Tenth and" 
Green and the two went to West and 
Madison, where the house, to which the 
woman aud Brown bad gone.was point 
ed out. Before Gordon left his friend 
to enter the house he promised that 
he would do nothing rash and it is 
said insisted that he was wholly un- 
armed. The only reason he wanted 
to go into the place, he said, was to 
verify his suspicions and show his 
wife that he was cognizant of her un- 
faithfulness. 

Gordon, who is still on the verge* 
of insanity, was able to tell his story 
by degrees last week He said his 
ideas were to wait below and confront 
his wife with his knowledge of her 
guilt and asked the boy how long he- 
ipposed the couple would have the 
up-stairs room. He said they gen- 
erally staid all day. Be then sat 
down to think it over and heard 
them talking and later walk across 
the floor to where he supposed the 
bed was. He thought he heard his: 
wife call her companion "Bob." 

He didn't know what to do, and de- 
cided to write a note to "Bob" up- 
stairs, thinking he might induce him 
to come dow n. He then began the 
note which was found in the hall, as 
follows: "Dear Bob: I want to see 
ou." But he was so unstrung that 
te could not finish it. 

Gordon then became desperate and 
went upstairs and knocked on the 
door. Brown opened the door a lit- 
tle and he forced himself in and the 
struggle began. He claimed that 
Brown, during the struggle, got his 
pistol from an open satchel and fired 
two of the shots, but this is hardly 
true. Gordon must have fired at 
and broken Brown's ami. The 
Critic in discussing this point says: 

From all the circumctances attend 
hg the killing, it seems plain that 
Lxordon fired the first shot, and that 
Brown never had a chance to reach 
ns pistol. After Gordon had 
nnptied his revolver, he secured 
' 1, which vi

into his body, saving one shot for 
wife. The papers have had a good 
deal to say about whether Brown 
showed any courage aud whether 
Gordon was the first to fire. 

I he condition of the room showed 
conclusively that Brown had fought 
desperately for his life and that Gor- 
don with equal desperation gave him 
no show. It was not a duel beetwen 
two men equally matched. It was 
a death struggle between the enraged 
husband on one side and his wife's 
paramour on the other, and it was no 
time for fair play or giving equal 
chances." 

This view of the cane is borne out 
by the fact that eight wounds were 
found on Brown's body. The ball 
through the door was the one that 
went through his ear, as the direction 
shows it went from the bed, where 
the struggle at one time was carried 
on. The other two shots were fired 
at Mrs. Gordon. One hit her and 
the other missed her as she ran down 
the steps mortally wounded. There 
were but ten shots and Brown could 
not have fired any of them, as his 
eight wounds showed. 

Gordon's trial was set for today, 
but he may not be able to stand trial. 
«s he is in bad shape mentally aud 
physically.

■ of the greatest army of modern tiroes, 
finch a statement Is misleading and 
•• only partially true. It demanded the 
wildest fancy of a poet's brain to con- 
ceive of a Minerva springing foil- 
armed from the brow of Jove. Search 
will be made in rain in all history to 
find a single instance of an untrained 
man meeting great emergencies of any 
kind. Genius has been defined well as 
the result of long discipline in a given 
direction or directions 

Gen. Grant showed the military spirit 
at an early age 




careful training in one of the best mil- 
itary schools of the age, where, if his 
Scholarship was not brilliant, he cer- 
tainly excelled in all the qualities that 
.combine to make a good soldier. Later 
he took a creditable part in the Mexi- 
can campaign, following which he ren- 
Idered efficient service as an officer in 
■the trying frontier service. He resigned 
from the army finally, not because he 
wearied of soldierly duty, but for the 
reason that the routine life in times of 
peace afforded no opportunities for the 
display of the martial spirit " 
preeminently stamped his cha; 

The life at Galena was merely an ep- 
isode In his career, a brief season of fit- 
ful resting, out of which he gladly 
emerged to enter upon a work that was 
destined to be crowned with immortal- 
ity of fame. 

Whatever may be said of his adminis- 
tration as a civic ruler, : nd it should 
notheforgottenth.it Lime softens the 
asperities of politic ! ,;. U~ > as well as 
it subdues, if it does not a' together ob- 
literate, the passions bom of divergent 
opinions, none can deny to him many 
of the qualities of a ;rreat general. 
There are English critic ., besides some 
-on this side of the great waters, who 
deny to him what to: v .ire pleased to 
term "strategic pote-n. y. " These writ- 
ers, however, are by r.b r cans united 
among themselves as to what consti- 
tutes strategy, therein in 110 wise dif- 
fering with others who discuss the 
character and conduct of military 
heroes. What might be properly 
termed strategy under given condi- 
tions would prove utter folly when the 
environment changed. Gen. Grant 
was given a problem to solve and he 
accomplished his task along his own 
lines. Others may have worked it out 
more quickly along different lines, but 
the fact remains that all others who 
-undertook it failed. 

A man of calm courage, ineffably 
collected under all conditions, he was at 
all times a man of action. Whenever he 
was present idleness and inaction were 
impossible. Appointed to discipline 
and drill the forces at Cairo, 
he soon made his historic 



It has frequently been charged that 
Oen. Grant did not show proper regard 
for human life, In thut his battles In- 
variably were stamped by great slaugh- 
ter. This impHoatlon he himself brushed 
aside with the explanation that all war 
Is bloody and that that general is the 
best friend of peace who hastens it to 
ita end. He further stated that the 
commander who hesitated to dislodge 
an enemy from a desired point because 
it might demand the sacrifice of life 
scarcely deserved to win a victory. War 
was to him the sure road to a lasting 1 
peace, and bo sought by every means 
in his power to make the journey a 
short one. It was his fixed conclusion 
that the briefest war showed the few- 
est casualties and the least amount of 
human sHfferlng. 

Common fairness should suggest the 
Injustice of comparing Grant's cam- 
paigns with the memorable ones of 
Europe, for the plain reason that the 
conditions of the former were utterly 
dissimilar to those of the latter. Ours 
was a civil war of vast proportions, 
which brought into requisition every 
possible energy of all the sections of 
the country. There was very good 
reason why the coutest should not be 
protracted indefinitely, and in this 
Grant was keenly alive to the situation. 
It Is slander against a brave and noble 
people to underestimate the beset- 
rnents of the commander of the union 
forces. By common consent there was 
fair reason for honest difference as to 
the right of a state to secede from the 
union. Unquestionably the south 
maintained she secession view with en- 
thusiasm. Her people were thoroughly 
united, courageous and fired with pa- 
triotic determination to resist all in- 
vasion and coercion, to the shedding of 
the last drop of blood. The leaders of 
the southern armies were experienced 
soldiers, thoroughly equipped for their 
stations and well qualified to- inspire 
confidence and obedience In their fol- 
lowers. The ordinary courage of the 
southern soldiers was intensified in the 
knowledge that they were fighting; 
upon their own soil in defense «f their 
homes and firesides. True, Grant had 
the advantage of numbers, not it is 
also true that he was at the disadvan- 
tage, usually, of acting on the offensive.

The gT<-at Chilian civil war was over. 
President Balmaceda's rash act of de- 
spair had sealed his own fate and th«t

My imme- 
diate business in the country, that of a 
jwar correspondent, was therefore over. 
'Before leaving, however, having a clear

that end than any device yet made 
known. 

As shown in the cut the driver's seat 
is overthe horse's bins, with the wheels 
a trifle in advance of the middle of the 
animal's body. The central upright, 
extending from the wheel to the seat, 
is on a slight incline and must necessa- 
rily help propel the wheels, thus reduc- 
ing the draught to the minimum. A 
surcingle supports nnd steadies the 
shafts, and straps running from it to 
the pockets that inclose the ends of the 
shafts keep the sulky from running 
faster than the horaei 

The only necessities in the way of 
harness tire the breastplate, the sur- 
cingle and the bridle, leaving the ut- 
most freedom to the shoulders and the 
chest, as well as to the lungs by reason 
of less tightening of the girth. 

If the horse rears or otherwise misbe- 
haves, the sulky must go up with him, 
and if he makes a sidewise movement, 
he must land the sulky where he lands 
himself, witli no danger of dishing the 

The inventor says that no "training 
down" of overweights will be necessary 
when his vehiole is used, as the heavier 
the weight, within a reasonable limit, 
the more easily the vehicle will be pro- 
pelled. He also says that a horse may 
be more easily coptrolled from the new 
location of the seat than when the 
driver sits back of and a trifle lower 
than the horse.

cised and lampooned, as well as car- 
tooned, in a manner more excessive and 
relentless than political leaders have 
ever been subjected to before. But, in 
the midst of it all. while many charges 
of a serious nature have been preferred, 
it is a significant fact that nobody has 
arraigned the Fifty-third congress for 
licentiousness or moral depravity. 

It is Indicative of the elevated 
tone of the entire country that better 
and purer men are constantly being 
selected and sent to the senate and 
house of representatives in the national 
capital. It would be practically impos- 
sible for any community fn this period 
of our history to send a professional 
prize fighter to congress, solely on thi 
ground of his reputation as a slugger 
and brutal beater of other men. It 
would also be practically impossible for 
any community to send a professional 
gambler to congress; but if sueh a 
thing were done the gambler would cer- 
tainlv be expelled from the house of 

during his term of membership in the, 
house. And yet, thirty years ago, John. 
Morrissey, a profession -.1 prize fighter, 
was a member of the house of repre- 
sentatives, kept a gambling house on 
Pennsylvania avenue, and was at the 
same time regarded as a popular repre- 
sentative bv a large class of people in 
Washington city. Within a single 
generation the moral tone of the entire 
country has been so elevated that such 
a man could not now live such a life and 
prosper in the glare of pablic opinion. 
The members of the house of repre- 
sentatives, one year ago, were inclined 
to take official notice of the trial of a 
certain member of congress, but, upon 
reflection, concluded to leave, and did 
leave, Col. Breckenridge to the judg- 
ment of the people of the Ashland dis- 
trict. The verdict of that people was 
against immorality; and with the close 
of tho Fifty-third congress on March 4, 
tho public career of Col. Breckenridge 
alpo closed. 
During the Fffty-flrst congress there 
and at least 
ween repre- 
sentatives; but no gambling nor exces- 
sive drinking was'noted. In the very 
early days of the republic our states- 
men Indulged in swearing, fighting, 
drliiklng, gambling and carousing. In 
1798 there was a dreadful scene in the 
house of representatives. Eoger Gris- 
wold, of Connecticut, and Matthew 
Lyon, of Vermont, came to blows. 
After a hot war of words, Lyon 
shouted to Griswold: "I have a mind to 

SK&P* - 

"If you come, Lyon," cried Griswold, 
'don't forget to bring your wooden 
sword!" alluding to the fact that the 
Vermonter was drummed out of the 
army during the revolution. Lyon, 
without a word, but in a frenzy of 
rage, crossed the* room and deliberate- 
ly spat In Uriawold's face. There was 
a motion to expel him, and during its 
pendency the Offender made a speech 
In self-defense which was so obscene 
that. the newspapers of even that free- 
and-easy time could not fully Indicate 
its purport. The motion to expel was 
defoated, whereupon Griswold ran over 
to Lyon's seat, jerked him out of it, 
threw him down and beat him on Che 
floor of the house. Lyon escaped to 
the fireplace and defended himself 



had reeetved two wounds in street 
fracases, one of which, from the hands 
of Senator Thomas IT. Benton, he bore 
conspicuously all his life. It was sa 
that "Old Hickory" had been in _ 
doaen duels and a hundred personal 
encounters when he entered the white 
house. During these latter years we 
have had in the executive mansion high 
bred Christian gentlemen and ladies. 
The quarrelsome, querulous swaggerer 
is no longer a popular political idol. 

No matter what differences of opinion 
rtay arise, nor how excited statesmen 
may become in debate, norwhat wicked 
things they may say to each other, 
there will never more be dueling in 
Washington nor in this vicinity. Tho 
day of bl(x„l atonement at the hand: 
man has gone forever. There renm 
but little of the dueling spirit, even 
Itttaa- States where the southern sun 
presumably gives to men hotter Moot 
and quicker tempers. 

During recent years there have beer 
no drunken scenes In the capital, eithei 
In the senate or house of representa- 
tives, with one exception. A celebrated 
debate was closed during the early 
days of the Fifty-third congress by a 
senator who has lived over from the 
past generation; and his voice was very 
shaky, and his ideas were mixed, be- 
cause he had palpably dallied too long 
with the demon that destroys.. Our 
fathers and grandfathers lived In an 
age when drunkenness was as normal 
as sobriety and temperance are to-day. 
In those times, maudlin scenes were 
common at tho capitol, and they were 
not considered disgraceful; but were 
regarded as exceedingly funny. But 
the cause of temperance has grown and 
the influenc e of the ladies of the land 
has been so potent that the future leg- 
islation of our country will be the 
product of sober brains." 

Just before the war, and during that 
great militant epoch, there were gam- 
bling houses all along Pennsylvania 
avenue from the capitol to the white 
house. To-day there is not a singh 
le running in Washington which 
esmen patronize. Of course there 
are some low dives here, as in all cities, 
but none which statesmen dare to 
enter. Before and during the war ii 
was not considered wicked or impropei 
for senators and representatives, 
strolling along Pennsylvania avenue, 
to enter public gambling houses and 
engage in games of chance. Nobody 
paid any attention to sueh conduct on 
the part of public men. The newspa- 
pers of to-day would quickly chronicle 
the event if any member of the senate 
or of the house should frequent such 
places. But in those days tho newspa- 
pers made no mention of the lives of 
the great men who were attei 
congressional duties but two or three 

twelve to fifteen hours in saloons and 
gambling houses. 

It Is a comfortable reflection that the 
world is growing bettor; at least our 
portion of it. The Christian men and 
throughout the country will be

bed the rvpuvution of havin g wo unded 



glad to know that their aggregate ef- 
forts have been producing notable re- 
sults. We cannot see, in our several 
communities, that people are growing 
mueh better. But the men who are 
sent to congress are fairly representa- 
tive of the people; and the fact that 
their moral tone is wonderfully ele- 
vated Is strongly a manifestation of the 
fact that the sentiment of the country 
concerning morality and superior char- 
acter is potential and elevating. When 
statesmen drank, fought duels, gam- 
bled and were publicly maudlin, they 
were representative of the people; for 
if the general moral tone of the country 
had been otherwise the statesmen would 
not have dared to defy public opinion. 
Then, as now; the public men courted 
popular favor. Then drunkenness and 
gambling were not unpopular with the 
people. Our statesmen are better to- 
day because our people are lietter.
